URIED BEET PULP 
AS A DAIRY FEED 


The feeding of a small herd of dairy 
vows without a silo from a limited 
amount of runout tillage laud presents 
quito a problem—that Is, lf a profit is 
made, writes a New Hampshire farm­ 
er in the Rural New Yorker. 
While 
J here is now no question about the 
M aim* aud economy of silage as a feed. 
It is nevertheless u fnet that thousands 
of farmers are still without a silo. 
The best substitute wq have found for 
silage is dried beet. pulp, which we 
commenced feeding soon after it was 
put on the market. 
Previous to using the pulp we fell 
the grains commonly considered best 
for dairy cows— viz, cornmeal, bran. 
{oilseed meal, gluten feed, hominy, 
I.-iv*. - iii various combinations, depend­ 
ing on the cost of each and kind of 
roughage available. 
Rut we had more 
or less trouble from garget, caked ud­ 
der. cows off feed. and they would 
•repent 11.v shrink in milk much sooner 
than we thought they should. The beet 
pulp did not perhaps cause the cows to 
give a greatly increased flow of milk. 
hut t here were much less variation 
and shrinkage, aud the troubles above 
mentioned disappeared.

Lshman Receives Threats In Tombs 


and Is Removed to House of Deten­ 


tion. 


New York, Jan. 2 9 - T h e recital of 
"Black Hand" crimes begun at the 
trial of Angelo Sylvestro before Judge 
Kosaisky, in the court of general ses­ 
sions, by Alfred Lehman ami "Zump” 
Pucieli, was continued when Anthony 
Sadaitys, known as "Burke," another 
member of the gang, appeared as a 
witness against Sylvestro. 
Sylvestro is on trial for placing a 
bomb in the tenem ent at 170 Last 
Houston street, on Aug. 31 last. 
Like Lehman and Pucieli, who told 
nom halently on the stand of being 
implicated in bomb outrages, murders, 
abductions, arson plots ami in other 
crimes, Sadaitys is young and slight 
of build. 
He said he had been in New 
York about six years, and that he had 
taken part in about twenty-three bomb 
outrages, in most of which Lehman 
was one of the leading spirits. 
Unlike Lehman, Sadaitys said that 
lie did not believe in taking human 
life if it could be avoided, but his an­ 
swers to the questions of Assistant 
District Attorney Manley 
indicated 
that his policy was developed by fe;*r 
of the electric chair, rather than any 
scruples or particular regard for tub­ 
ers. 
Sadaitys said that the men he usu­ 
ally worked with tried to avoid taking 
lite and usually waited before setting 
off a bomb until they were reasonably 
certain that no one would be killed. 
Sadaitys agreed with the others that 
there were two sections to the “Black 
Hand” band. Sadaitys said that bis 
gang had two leaders, Pietro Giant- 
bruno and Giuseppe i ’aloro, known as 
"Budnitz." 
While Sadaitys assured the police 
that he knew nothing of any of the 
murders committed by the gang, Ute 
detectives have evidence which they 
say points to his having been imp.!* 
cat(Ml in the death of the man named 
Luigiani, a member of tile gang, who 
was killed in a fight over the division 
of the spoils. 
Sadaitys testified that the gang usu­ 
ally set off a bomb alter a demand tor 
money had l»een retused, to frighten 
the victim. 
He said that these bombs 
were practically harmless aud that ii 
was seldom necessary to set off an 
other one, us tile victim usually took 
the warning and decided to "come 
across." 
It was learned that, although Leh­ 
man is under two indictments in con­ 
nection with the gang's activities, lie 
has been removed from his cell iii »he 
Tombs to the House of Detention. 
It was learned that Lehman was 
taken from the Tombs at ills own re­ 
quest. He told Assistant District At­ 
torney Manley that he was receiving 
threats I rom other members of the 
gang imprisoned there, because he had 
"squealed.”

According 
lo Lehman's confession, "Coco" is the

For this m urder Louis Goldstein, alias 
"Lustie," was arrested at the tim e 
and is now serving a sentence of two

stein confessed that he was one of 
four men who tried to rob the laun­ 
dryman, but denied that he had aey- 
thing to do with tile murder.
